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A Strange  Freak  With  a Leason

There  is  a strange  story  told  in  West  Ten- 
nessee of  a preacher’ who  had  a strange  af- 
fliction. It  is  said  that  he  would  have  spells 
of  suffering  with  pains  in  his  head,  and  at 
such  time  his  skull  seemed  to  par?  ami  while 
in  that  condition  he  could  see.  amt  tell  after- 
ward, many  things  his  neighbors  did  and 
i said,  but  never  told  anything  aland  what  In* 
saw  concerning  himself,  if  anything.  This 
may  not  be  correct,  but  a<>  I got  it  ami  thus 
I tell  it.  ’ 

The  lesson  I see  in  it  and  the  point  I want 
to  make  is  this;  most  people  have  spells  of 
suffering  with  the  fault-finding  spirit.  Sonic 
people  have  such  awful  k|h*1Is  of  it  that  to 
stay  in  their  presence  is  like  drawing  pictur- 
es of  the  dark  side  of  the  judgment  day 
when  all  things  shall  be  opened  up  to  view. 
Those  who  suffer  with  this  disease  are  dis- 
tinguished people.  They  an*  distinguished 
by  three  special  traits.  First,  they  never  see 
any  of  their  own  faults  uiidor  such  spells 
• Second,  they  never  see  any  g.>od  in  anyliody 
when  suffering  from  such  enlargement  of 
the  head.  Third,  when  they  begin  to  im- 
prove?—convalesce — ?t — they  never  re- 
member any  good  that  they  saw  in  any  body 
while  under  tile  spell.  All  such  are  to  be 
pitied.  They  don’t  want  it  but  they  need  it. 
Another  lesson  from  this  is  tlm  fact  that  it 
is  a malady  that  seems  to  attack  preachers 
as  the  yget  old.  I am  getting  old  myself 
and  am  beginning  to  dread  the  disease.  It 
is  a sa.l  fact  that  many  of  us  preachers  as 
we  grow  old  have  spells  of  disgruntleness 
and  can’t  see  anything  hut  the  defects  of 
our  brethren  in  the  ministry.  Many  of  ns 
when  we  are  not  going  to  have  part  in  a ser- 
vice don't  g"  to  it.  If  we  do  we  go  away 
and  say  the  service  was  not  managed  rightly 
or  the  sermon  was  defective  in  this,  that 
and  the  other,  etc.  A pastor  recently  told 
me  of  an  evangelist  who  has  great  meetings 
ami  wherever  he  goes  earnestly  pleads  that* 
everybody  must  work,  and  that  every  church 
member  is  in  a back  slidden  condition  if  he 
don’t  stand  by  his  pastor,  and  that  preacher 
said  lhat  the  evangelist  nor  his  fainily 
“seldom  darken  the  church  door*'  of  which 
he  was  a member,  unless  he  is  gmng  to  con- 
duct the  service.  Such  actions  indicate  an 
awful  disease  of  the  head.  It  is  not  common 
“big-head”  for  that  comes  ami  stays,  and 
produces  sluggishness:  it  must  lx*  a kind  of 
spasmodic  affection  generally  called  “crack- 
brain.”  I don’t  think  the  diaease  contagious 
nor  infectious.  It  is  rather  a malndy 
“brought  on”  by  a combination  of  things. 
The  first  thiqg  is  too  hig  an  opinion  of  self. 
The  second  is  a feeling  that  people  do  not 
know  how  smart  we  an*.  The  thoin!  is  dissat- 
isfaction because  peope  haven’t  sense  enough 
to  appreciate  our  smartness,  and  just  go 
will!  over  some  other  brother  whose  efforts 
are  nothing  Bt  all  hut  trash.  The  fourth  i* 
the  other  man  succeed*  and  wc  don't,  and  wc 
can’t  see  why.  The  fifth  is  we  are  too  far  off 
from  God.  but  don’t  know  it.  Lot  us  watch 
these  points  for  they  will  produce  this  awful 
disease  and  we  will  always  he  subject  to 
ugly  spells  making  both  oursolv***  and  others 
unhappy.

God  did 
not  sis*  fit  to  speak  on  these  question*  ex- 
plicitly. 

Second,  let  me  say  tlyit  the  custom  of  re- 
ceiving people  “under  tlx*  watch-care”  of 
the  church  is  an  old. custom  prnctici*d  gener- 
ally in  towns  when*  hoy*  aind  girls  an*  away 
from  home  attending  school.  l>r.  Eaton 
practice*!  it  and  of  course  it  was  at  jeast 
Baptistic  for  he  was  the  embodiment  of  Bap- 
tist soundness.  I never  knew  any  harm  to 
com**  of  it. 

Third,  giving  tlx*  hand  of  fellowship  is  a 
pleasant  experience  to  those  who  love  to  sec 
God’s  children  do  their  duty  and.  as  giving 
the  hand  hurts  no  one.  I think  that  every 
man  who  approves  the  doctrine  of  the 
ehureh  the  member  is  |xiining  and  appre- 
ciates the  conn**'  of  the  one  who  is  doing  his 
duty,  should  lx*  accorded  both  the  privilege 
and  the  right  of  giving  the  hand  of  approval,- 

Fourth,  a ehureh  has  a right  to  limit  its 
letters  if  it  so  desires,  hut  the  limit  is  worth- 
less. for  the  person  holding  a letter  can  get  it 
renewed  join  on  an  out-of-date  letter  if 
any  ehureh  wishes  to  receive  him.  A 
church  letter  is  only  a certificate  of  mem- 
bership. No  ehureh  has  to  receive  it  be- 
cause another  ehtmh  grant*** I .it.  Churches 
are  separate  and  ind<’V**ndent  of  each  other 
and  do  as  they,  please.  If  a eliurcli  should 
grant  a letter  to  a man  that  another  ehureh 
knew  to  he  a bail  mail,  his  letter  would  neith- 
er make  him  good  nor  bring  other  churches 
under  obligation  to  receive  him.  \\«*  have  no 
uniform  custom  on  th'****  pointa  aixl  the 
Scriptures  »r»*  silent  as  to  just  how  to  do, 
therefore,  it  is  with  each  church  to  do  as  it 
thinks  best. 

A brother  writes  that  a certain  ehureh 
called  a pastor,  but  the  call  was  not  unani- 
mous. ami  one  member  of  the  church  moved 
to  make  it  unanimous  ami  then  privately

lie  then  ask*,  which  of  the  two  was  tin* 
meaner  man  ? 

Answer  If  he  tells  the  truth.  I must  con- 
fess that  mv  knowledge  of  mathematics  1* 
not  equal  to  the  task  of  figuring  out  the 
difference  between  the  meanness  of  the  two 
men.

I 
apologized  to  him  privately  mu]  I hereby 
apologize  publicly.  I would  not  willingly 
do  any  fellowmati  an  injustice,  especially 
one  who  has  been  my  personal  friend  for 
years  and  for  whom  I have  long  cherished 
mi  1 still  cherish  brotherly  and  cordial  feel- 
ings. l)r.  Haralson  says  he  has  given  to  the 
college  within  the  last  ten  years,  though  not 
in  the  last  six  years,  lie  says  that  while  he 
earnestly  desires  to  see  the  college  made  co- 
educational that  yet  he  felt  great  interest  in 
it  and  had  other  reasons  in  addition  to  this 
v for  not  taking  part  in  the  recent  movements. 
He  made  entirely  satisfactory  explanations 
to  me  and  I deeply  regret  any  injustice  that 
I may  have  done  him.  I usd  the  college 
movement  purely  as  an  illustration  of  what  I 
conceived  to  he  his  |>osition  on  the  sanato- 
rium question.  I meant  it  as  a good  natured 
brotherly  thrust  and  surely  meant  no  per- 
sonal offense.  Dr.  Haralson  is  a progressive, 
liberal,  good  man,  and  he  and  I are  now  at  a 
perfect  understanding  personally. 

However,  we  siill'differ  on  tne  sanatorium 
question.  He  still  believes  that  the  conven- 
tion has  done  the  unwise  thing.  He  believes 
that  instead  of  a tri-state  senatorium  we 
ought  to  have  established  a Mississippi  san- 
atorium. I,  myself,  very  much  prefer  that, 
but  I believed  that  we  could  make  a tri- 
state sanatorium  self-sustaining,  that  it  was 
well  to  locate  it  in  a great  city  where  there 
were  specialists  in  every  line  and  that  since 
Memphis  was  very-  easy  of  access  to  almost 
all  points  of  Mississippi  it  was  wise  to  put 
. the  enterprise  there  at  this  time  anj  estab- 
lish a Mississippi  sanatorium  later  when  con* 

4 ditions  were  more  favorable. 

Again,  Dr.  Haralson  believes  that  we  hax'e 
made  a serious  mistake  in  connecting  the 
sanatorium  with  the  medical  college.  I call 
attention,  howex-er.  to  the  fact  that  the 
agreement  is  that  the  management  is  to  be 
wholly  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  and  that 
the  trustees  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bap- 
tist conventions  of  the  three  states;  also  that 
there  will  be  a sufficient  number  of  trustees 
in  Memphis  to  make  up  the  executive  com- 
mittee. The  plan  will  be  to  take  great  pains 
to  safeguard  the  institution  against  objec- 
tionable efatures  of  all  kinds.  Two  0 fthe

I hope  after 
hi.  t„  be  relieved  and  have  some  capable 
brother  in  North  Mississippi  pot  in  mv 
place  I have  more  than  any  one  man  ran 
attend  to  in  looking  after  the  college  inter- 
osts  I am  greatly  interested  in  the  sana- 
torium movement  and  have  unintentionally 
become  more  prominently  connected  with  it 
than  I had  intended  or  wishe,!.  I believe 
tour  Baptist  people  have  neglected  this  work 
far  too  long.  In  this  one  particular  we  have 
allowed  the  Catholics  to  take  our  crown. 
May  the  l*>rd  stir  the  hearts  of  his  people 
with  the  iiii|»ortaiiee  of  the  work  and  give 
them  wisdom  and  grace  to  do  that  which 
will  honor  his  name  and  he  the  greatest 
blessing  to  humanity.  *

>f  these  sketches  by*' the  young 
man  of  23  years.  Recently  a sih- 
ifle  firm  of  London  publishers  sold 
i quarter  of  a million  copies  of 
this  earliest  work  of  his. 

On  the  walls. of  the  exhibition 
room  are  pictures  of  the  hotels 
where  Pickwick  is  supposed  to 
have  tarried,  and  these  hotels 
have  become  shrines  of  tourists, 
'to  whom  the  enterprising  proprie- 
tors point  out  the  very  bedroom 
in  which  Pickwick  slept  the  man 
who  never  had  an  existence,  ex- 
cept in  the  brain  of  the  young 
genius  who  set  all  Kugland  a- 
laughing  at  him.  Yet,  strange  to 
•>«y,  this  book,  which  made  him 
famous  and  ypened  up  to  him  the  [ 
friendly  arms  of  all  the  world,  | 
he  cared  less  for  than  any  which 
he  wrote,  and  seemed  to  wish 
never  tii  be. reminded  of  it.  What 
has  made  it  thus  immortal t “It’s 
the  humor  ont  the  man L”  said  Cur 
lyie  of  FalstatT,  and  we  may  say 
the  same  of  Piekwi,ck.  The 
world  loves  to  be  made  genuinely 
and  ~ healthily  merry,  and  “It’s 
the  humor  on’t,  man,”  which  has 
made  the  fat  little  man  and  his 
friend*  live  for  all  these  years. 

One  of  the  oddest  little  corners 
.if  Ixmdon  it?  the  Itog’s  Cemetery, 
with  its  regularly  laid  out  graves 
ind  chiseled  headstones  and  their 
unique  inscriptions.  A quarter 
if  a century  ago  the  Duke  of 
Catnbri  Ige  and  his  wife  were 
■driving  through  Kensington 
iardena.  and  ns  they  neared  the 
Victoria  (late  .they  baited  their 
arriage.  that  their  |>et  dog,, 
’’riuce.  might  alight  for  exercise. 
Hut  when  they  started,  by  sonio 
accident,  the  horse  stepped  on 
him  and  he  Was  killed.  The  Duke 
vho  at  that  time  was  the  official 
-anger  of  the  park,  decided  to 
bury  him  in  the  garden  of  the  ad- 
jacent gate-keeper’s  lodge.  There 
today  is  his  grave,  with  the  in-  J 
teription.  “Poor  Little  Prince.” 
Others  heard  of  it.  and  when  they 
lost  their  pets  hy  death,  sought 
and  gained  permission  to  follow 
the  Duke’s  example,  so  that  now 
there  are  buried  here  more  than 
400  pet  dogs,  cats,  parrots  and 
monkeys. 

Here  is  the  grave  of  monkey 
“Jock.’’  and  on  its  headstone  the 
inscription  “Could  love  have  sav- 
ed thou  hadst  not  died.”  An- 
other voices  the  despair  of  a wo- 
man over  her  departed  “Jane.” 
Of  hifr  the  woman  says:  “She 
brought  the  sunshine  into  our 
livVs.  but  she  took  it  nway  with 
her.’f  The  woman  is  evidently 
now  living  in  the  dark.  Here  arc 
thred  graves  place  J,  either  acci- 
dently, or  wjth  purpose,  in  close 
iand  meaningful  juxtaposition 
The  respective, names  of  the  oc- 
cupants are  “Scotty,”  “Paddy” 
and  ‘Whiskey.”
